Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Scaife et al. do not teach 
metaxalone in a phamraceutically acceptable form. The Sciafe reference teaches a pharmaceutically acceptable form of metaxalone (see 
col 2 lines 10-15) with enhanced bioavailability as compared to the commercially available form Skelaxin® (see col 2 lines 5-35). 
Applicant argues that the Giles reference does not, in combination with Scaife et al., teach the micronization of the particles and that 
micronization does not always increase bioavailablility. The teaching in Giles that an empty stomach provides an acidic environment for 
dissolution of a drug (see col 1 lines 65-end and continuing on col 2) and teaches a preferred particle size (see col 5 lines 65-end and 
continuing in col 6) which would cause expectations of success for a micronized particle of metaxalone when dosed on an empty stomach. 
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
